$77,700 severance 
payment before his 
pension kicks in, the feder¬ 
ation estimates. 

Thibeault will only quali¬ 
fy for a $43,131 annual 
pension when he turns 55. 
His severance should be 
half of his salary as a Liber¬ 
al MP, says Adam Taylor, 
the federation’s national 
research director. 

Pension and severance 
figures aren’t publicly re¬ 
leased. The Canadian Tax¬ 
payers’ Federation 
calculates them based on 
MP’s salaiy figures and the 
number of years they’ve 
served in Parliament. 

Taylor said most Canadi¬ 
ans have pension plans 
that match their contribu¬ 
tions dollar for dollar. The 
MP plan puts in $4 for 
eveiy dollar contributed.

Some Liberals say leader should step down sooner rather than later 

The Liberal Party is waiting debt he carries from his Dion deserves a bit of time make his decision in hi 


The Liberal Party is waiting 
nervously to see how and 
when Stephane Dion will 
respond to the 
overwhelming conviction 
among party members 
that he should step down 
in the wake of Tuesday’s 
election loss. 

Insiders had been expect¬ 
ing Dion, who took the dis¬ 
appointing Liberal showing 
very hard, to announce 
right away his intention to 
step down as leader. 

But Dion remained out of 
the public eye yesterday, 
consulting advisers and nu¬ 
merous colleagues about 
his future. It may be sever¬ 
al more days before he 
holds a post-election press 
conference, Liberals said. 

One factor in Dion’s deci¬ 
sion could be the $230,000 


debt he carries from his 
leadership run in 2006 and 
the fear that if he’s no 
longer leader, it will be 
tough to raise the cash 
needed to pay it off. 

There was speculation 
that arrangements for the 
party to help him pay 
down that debt 
could be an is¬ 
sue in any dis¬ 
cussions with 
party officials 
about how 
Dion might 
make his 
exit. 

While 
most 
party 
mem¬ 
bers 
said 


Dion deserves a bit of time 
before he makes an an¬ 
nouncement, the prevail¬ 
ing mood is that he’ll have 
to step aside, after watch¬ 
ing the Liberals lose 19 
seats on Tuesday. 

“He was entitled to his 
kick at the can and he’s 
had it — end of story,” said 
Liberal MP John McKay. 

He said if Dion, 53, tried 
to stay on as leader he’d 
have trouble controlling 
those in the caucus who, 
like him, would say “the 
party’s more important 
than you are.” 

Toronto Liberal MP 
Joe Volpe said yester¬ 
day that Dion “de¬ 
serves the right to

make his decision in his 
own time,” but he urged 
the leader to begin the 
process for a leadership 
convention as quickly as 
party rules permit. 

“The circumstances be¬ 
ing what they are, I think 
that the best thing that 
could happen for the party 
and indeed for Mr. Dion is 
that he gives a signal as ear¬ 
ly as possible,” Volpe said 
on CTV’s Mike Duffy Live. 

“He deserves the respect 
of not being told what he 
must do but there are also 
political laws of gravity... it 
is a very difficult spot,” said 
Liberal strategist Scott

Nova Scotia may need to 
“get creative” to avoid go¬ 
ing into debt, Rodney 
MacDonald said yesterday. 

The premier said he be¬ 
lieves Nova Scotia is better 
off than some provinces, 
but global financial insecu¬ 
rity will still have an im¬ 
pact. But he insists we will 
not go into debt. 

“We will not have a deficit 
in Nova Scotia. If that means 
tightening our belts, if that 
means being creative in 
what we have to do to en¬ 
sure that we 
not only bal¬ 
ance our 

books but 
keep the 

debt from 
growing, 
that’s what 
I’m prepared 
to do,” said 
MacDonald 

He said the province 
won’t know how badly it’s 
been affected for another 
six to eight months, near 
the end of the fiscal year. In 
the meantime, MacDonald 
and Finance Minister 
Michael Baker will head to 
Quebec Monday for a meet¬ 
ing with other premiers. 

Among the things he 
plans to discuss are the im¬ 
pact of failing Icelandic 
banks and how people’s 
pensions will suffer from 
crashing stock markets. 

But he said the ministers 
should work together for

Canada-wide solutions 
rather than focusing on just 
the provinces. 

“This is a long-term issue. 
It’s something that’s going 
to take a great deal of dis¬ 
cussion. I’m hoping that on 
Monday we can leave those 
meetings with a general 
consensus on what we want 
to be putting forward to the 
prime minister,” said Mac¬ 
Donald. 

Nova Scotia’s last budget 
update was in late August. At 
the time, Nova Scotia was 
$166 million above budget. 
But even then, the finance 
minister warned the num¬ 
ber would come down due 
to gas prices. 

Despite warning of possi¬ 
ble spending cuts, MacDon¬ 
ald said yesterday the 
province is still in good 
shape. 

“The minister of finance 
and his staff have done a 
tremendous job making 
sure that our foreign expo¬ 
sure on our debt has not on¬ 
ly been reduced but elimi¬ 
nated,” said MacDonald. 

“That has saved this 
province a great deal of 
money.”

Surveyors called 2,500 
people in the fall of 2007. 
The report says gambling 
causes 6.1 per cent of Nova 
Scotians problems with 
their finances and family re¬ 
lationships, while 2.5 per 
cent are considered prob¬ 
lem gamblers.

That’s a move the presi¬ 
dent of the province’s 
Chiefs of Police Association 
welcomes. 

“It’s going to be such a 
boost to us all,” said Chief 
Gary Copeland. “It’s bottom 
line, it’s going to save lives.”

tural Centre in Halifax, 
said SPOC is launching a 
constitutional challenge to 
remove the laws used to 
prosecute sex workers. 

“It is the laws that make 
prostitution a violent occu¬ 
pation,” Scott said. “Fve 
been in sex work for many 
a year, and it can be a very 
good job. It need not be in 
the gutter, it need not be 
violent.” 

Selling sex is a federal 
matter in Canada and it is 
legal, but it’s illegal to live 
off the avails of such work, 
to solicit for sex work, or 
to run a “common bawdy 
house.” 

Scott looked to New 
Zealand and parts of Aus¬ 
tralia, where sex work has 
been decriminalized. 

“It’s a different world 
over there,” she said. Sex 
workers are protected by 
the police and courts, not 
prosecuted. She did not ad¬ 
vocate legalization, which 
could lead to a costly li¬ 
censing system and forced 
health checks. Decriminal¬ 
ized, sex workers would 
operate like any other 
small business, including 
paying taxes. 


“(Sex work) has been 
here for eons, and it’s stay¬ 
ing,” Scott said. “People are 
afraid if it’s decriminal¬ 
ized, there will be a broth¬ 
el next door and naked 
women on the lawn. It’s 
not like that.” 


She said many women 
quietly sell sex out of their 
apartments and nobody 
has a clue. 

“There is already a broth¬ 
el on your block; you just 
don’t know about it,” Scott 
said. “We are your family 


— your daughters, your sis¬ 
ters, your mothers. Just be¬ 
cause someone may have a 
moral problem with the 
commercialization of sex 
is not reason enough to 
make us a social punching 
bag.”

New bike lanes covering 
stretches of Route 333 be¬ 
tween Beechville and Tan- 
tallon are nearing comple¬ 
tion. 

Construction has been 
underway since the sum¬ 
mer on the busy roadway, 
where the installation of 


bike lanes covering a dis¬ 
tance of 16 kilometres is 
being done to accommo¬ 
date the growing number 
of cyclists. 

The new lanes are ex¬ 
pected to be fully complete 
by this fall and will cost 
the government about 
$1 million, or $65,000 per 
kilometre.

near Hubbards, is excited 
to hear of the new bike 
lanes. Freewheeling Ad¬ 
ventures offers bike 
rentals and organizes road 
tours to cycle enthusiasts. 
Those tours used to in¬ 
clude parts of Route 333, 
but were stopped because 
of the danger cyclists faced 
with the increasing 
amounts of traffic on the 
stretch of road. 

“It’s pretty sweet there is 
a bike path,” Guest said. 
“Seeing bike paths in Hali¬ 
fax, and seeing them on 
Route 333, I feel there is a 
wave of action coming 
favouring cyclists. 

“It’s very helpful for 
many people.” 

Route 333 was chosen for 
the new bike lanes because 
of its ability to connect with 
HRM bike lanes on St. Mar¬ 
garets Bay Road. The gov¬ 
ernment is using a modified 
chip seal and recycled as¬ 
phalt for the lane surface, 
which costs $60,000 less per 
kilometre than traditional 
asphalt lanes. 

This section of road is 
one of two in the province 
installing new lanes for cy¬ 


clists. About 60 kilometres 
of road on the Cabot Trail 
is also scheduled for 
widening, with work cur¬ 
rently taking place be¬ 
tween St. Ann’s and Cape 
Smokey. Those bike lanes 
should be complete later 
this fall also. 

If both projects prove 
successful, the province 
plans to continue making 
bike-friendly improve¬ 
ments until both stretches 
of road are complete.

Board reserves decision on 
human rights complaints

Three women who filed 
human rights complaints 
against the Town of Truro 
six years ago are going to 
have to wait a little bit 
longer for a decision on 
their case. 

An independent board of 
inquiiy heard from 
lawyers representing the 
town, the Police Associa¬ 
tion of Nova Scotia (PANS) 
and the Nova Scotia Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission 
(NSHRC) yesterday morn¬ 
ing. 

The board was trying to 
determine whether the 
case should be considered 
by the NSHRC, and if so, 
whether PANS should be 
added as a respondent to 


the complaint. 

However, at the end of 
the day, the board decided 
to reserve its decision and 
announce it at a later, 
unannounced date. 

The whole process has 
been frustrating for those 
involved, said complainant 
Valerie Munroe. 

“I guess we didn’t realize 
it would take this long,” 
she said. “I mean, we were 
told it can be a lengthy 
process, but I guess we did¬ 
n’t expect it to take this 


amount of time. 

“But we’ve stayed the 
course, and if you think 
you’re right about some¬ 
thing, it’s a challenge to go 
ahead with it.” 

Munroe, along with fel¬ 
low complainants Janice 
MacDonald and Debbie 
Reid, are all civilian em¬ 
ployees of the Truro Police 
Service. 

Their original complaint 
claimed that male employ¬ 
ees with fewer years of 
service, lower job skills 


and less experience were 
being paid more than they 
were. 

All three, who have been 
working for the town be¬ 
tween 16 and 31 years, use 
the same example of a 
male custodian who made 
more than they did at the 
time of the complaint in 
2002. 

The lawyer representing 
the town is surmising that 
pay equity is not a human 
right under the law in No¬ 
va Scotia as it is in other 
parts of the country; in¬ 
stead, it is a labour board 
issue, and NSHRC has no 
jurisdiction over the case.

With homeless people 
outnumbering shelters 
two to one in Vancouver, 
local groups are urging 
the city to overturn a 
bylaw that prevents peo¬ 
ple from putting up a shel¬ 
ter on public property. 

It happened earlier this 
week in Victoria when a 
judge found the bylaw un¬ 
constitutional because it 
deprived people of their 
rights to life, liberty and 
security of person. 

The ruling could have 
heavy consequences for 
Vancouver’s parks, beach¬ 
es and tourism. Could a 
tent city turn up in Stanley 
Park? 

“(The bylaw) absolutely 
is good for the parks,” said 
Vancouver Park Board 
chair Korina Houghton. 


“That is not the purpose of 
our parks — they’re not 
campgrounds.” 

But to some, bringing 
the ruling to Vancouver is 


an urgent priority. 

“People are at risk of hy¬ 
pothermia and other life- 
threatening conditions 
when they have to sleep 


outside with no shelter,” 
said Laura Track, a lawyer 
with Pivot Legal Society. 

In the next few weeks, 
Pivot will be launching a 
case to prove that the 
same Charter rights en¬ 
forced in Victoria apply 
here. 

Yesterday, a social jus¬ 
tice group called Streams 
of Justice camped out on 
the front lawn of Vancou¬ 
ver’s City Hall to bring at¬ 
tention to the issue. 

“People seem like they 
can be pretty comfortable 
with 1,500 homeless peo¬ 
ple in Vancouver as long as 
they’re not that visible,” 
said group spokesman 
Dave Diewert. “Once you 
start to see tents popping 
up all over the place in 
very inconvenient places, 
it becomes the rupture of 
the status quo and it says 
we’ve got to really deal 
with this.”

Walkerton residents find 
closure with health report

water For the residents of 
Walkerton, Ont., the pres¬ 
entation of an extensive 
health study at the commu¬ 
nity town hall meeting last 
night was the final chapter 
in an ordeal that began 
more than eight years ago. 

Last night, a group of 
doctors from the London 
Health Sciences Centre pre¬ 
sented the findings of the 
seven-year study, the most 
extensive study of its kind, 
to the community in the 
eighth and final town hall 
meeting. 

“Our study spanned over 
seven long years. It was 
both intrusive and invasive 
to the community,” said Dr. 
Bill Clark, one of the main 
authors of the report.

only resulted in signifi¬ 
cantly better outcomes for 
their community, but for 
communities throughout 
the world, affected by wa¬ 
ter contamination,” he 
said. 

More than 4,500 resi¬ 
dents participated in the 
study that probed, prodded 
and monitored the com¬ 
munity to detect increased 
incidences of chronic dis¬ 
eases such as diabetes, hy- 


tamination case. More than 
2,000 residents suffered gas¬ 
trointestinal illnesses from 
drinking the tainted water. Six¬ 
ty-five people were hospital¬ 
ized and seven died. 

pertension, arthritis, kid¬ 
ney impairment, and irri¬ 
table bowel syndrome. 

The researchers found 
that the 2,500 who were se¬ 
verely ill as a result of the 
tainted water faced a 30 
per cent increased risk of 
high blood pressure or kid¬ 
ney damage, a higher risk 
of arthritis, and a higher in¬ 
cidence of irritable bowel 
syndrome.

pipeline The RCMP is inves¬ 
tigating after a bomb blast 
was discovered along a gas 
pipeline in northeastern 
British Columbia near the 
Alberta border yesterday 
morning, the second in 
less than a week. 

It follows an explosion at 
another section of the nat¬ 
ural gas pipeline on Satur¬ 
day. 

The pipeline, owned by 


Calgary energy company 
EnCana, was damaged by 
the blast but did not rup¬ 
ture. Technicians were able 
to quickly contain a leak. 

The blast was discovered 
around 9 a.m. by pipeline 
workers at the site, about 
50 kilometres southeast of 
Dawson Creek, near the Al¬ 
berta border, a remote and 
isolated area.

Afghan plan review delayed 


Petraeus gears up for aid efforts 


A U.S. government review 
of strategy for the war in 
Afghanistan has been de¬ 
layed and will likely not 
be completed until after 
next month’s presidential 
election, the Pentagon 
said yesterday. 

Alarmed by rising levels 
of insurgent violence in 
Afghanistan, the Bush ad¬ 
ministration began a re¬ 
view in September of all 
aspects of its policies in 
Afghanistan and suggested 
results could come by the 
end of this month. 

But Pentagon press sec¬ 


retary Geoff Morrell said 
the National Security 
Council review was taking 
longer than expected. 

“This is a major issue ... 
We want to make sure that 
we fashion the best strate¬ 
gy to hand off to a succeed¬ 
ing administration,” he 
said. 

The U.S. militaiy’s Joint 
Staff is also reviewing 
strategy for Afghanistan 
and Pakistan, as is Gen. 
David Petraeus, the former 
U.S. commander in Iraq 
who soon takes charge of 
U.S. forces across the Mid-

Doctors warn of 
cellphone rashes 

health Doctors baffled by 
an unexplained rash on 
people’s ears or cheeks 
should be on alert for a 
skin allergy caused by too 
much cellphone use, the 
British Association of Der¬ 
matologists said yesterday. 

Citing published studies, 
the group said a red or 
itchy rash, known as “mo¬ 
bile phone dermatitis,” af¬ 
fects people who develop 
an allergic reaction to the 
nickel surface on mobile 
phones after spending 
long periods of time on 
the devices. 

Nickel is a metal found 
in products ranging from 
cellphones to jewelry to 
belt buckles and is one of 
the most common causes 
of allergic contact 
dermatitis, according to 
the Mayo Clinic in the 
United States. reuters 


Air temperatures 
hit record levels 

arctic Fall air 
temperatures have 
climbed to record levels in 
the Arctic due to major 
losses of sea ice as the re¬ 
gion suffers more effects 
from a warming trend dat¬ 
ing back decades, a report 
released yesterday 
showed. 

The annual report 
issued by researchers at 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion and other experts 
found that fall air temper¬ 
atures are at a record 5° C 
above normal in the Arctic 
because of the major loss 
of sea ice in recent years 
that allows more solar 
heating of the ocean.

Trade deal vital: Bush 


U.S. President George W. 
Bush pressed Congress yes¬ 
terday to approve a free 
trade pact with Colombia, 
one day after Republican 
presidential candidate John 
McCain went after his Dem¬ 
ocratic opponent Barack 
Obama for opposing the 
pact. 

“Congress is coming back 
to Washington next month. 


One of the top priorities 
should be to approve this vi¬ 
tal agreement with Colom¬ 
bia as well as (other trade 
pacts) with Panama and 
South Korea,” Bush said. 

His words reinforced Mc¬ 
Cain’s attempt to paint Oba¬ 
ma as hostile to free trade 
during Wednesday’s debate. 

McCain argued the pact 
will bolster ties with an im¬ 


portant regional ally “help¬ 
ing us tiy to stop the flow of 
drugs into our countiy 
that’s killing young Ameri¬ 
cans,” while levelling the 
playing field for U.S. goods. 

Obama insisted he sup¬ 
ports free trade, but was 
critical of the notion that 
“any trade agreement is a 
good trade agreement.”

Central America 

Mexico A strong 6.5-magni- 
tude earthquake struck in 
the Pacific near the Mexi- 
co-Guatemala border 
yesterday, but there was no 
tsunami alert and no initial 
reports of casualties. The 
U.S. Geological Survey said 
the quake was centred 40 
1cm southwest of Tapachu- 
la, Mexico, on the border 
with Guatemala, with a 
depth of about 76 1cm. 
“Fortunately, no victims or 
damage has been reported 
in the city or the rural 
area,” said civil protection 
official Herbert Schoeder 
in Tapachula, where people 
ran out on the streets in 
alarm as buildings shook.

In a cobblestone Mexican 
town a world away from 
Washington, election 
fever is tearing American 
retirees away from quilt¬ 
making and bridge games 
as they scramble to mail 
home presidential ballots.

“We’ve never seen such 
a dramatic election. It’s 
thrilling,” said expat voter 


Day Dobbert, 76. 

Overseas voters realized 
their weight after mail-in 
votes helped decide the 
disputed Florida state re¬ 
sult and the national elec¬ 
tion in 2000. 

Many see the fierce bat¬ 
tle between Democrat Sen. 
Barack Obama and Repub¬ 


lican Sen. John McCain fir¬ 
ing up more expats to vote 
than ever. Nineteen days 
before the Nov. 4 election, 
Obama, who leads in opin¬ 
ion polls and in many bat¬ 
tleground states, warned

When it was announced 
that Oliver Stone would 
be directing a film about 
the life of George W. 

Bush, it was assumed that 
the movie would be a 
slanted attack that made 
the president seem even 
worse than he's managed 
to do on his own. 

But perhaps the most 
surprising aspect of 
Stone’s impressive film is 
just how rounded of a por¬ 
trayal he’s made. 

Make no mistake, Stone 
does not present Bush as a 
strong leader by any 


stretch of the imagination, 
but he does at least explain 
how he managed to make 
his many mistakes in a 
manner that seems plausi¬ 
ble and disturbingly rent¬ 
able. 

Of course, Stone never 
could have created such a 
shaded portrayal without 
an actor capable of fully 
embodying the figure, who 
has been a cultural icon for 
almost a decade. 

Josh Brolin perfectly cap¬ 
tures all of Bush’s manner¬ 
isms without ever slipping 
into the realm of a Satur¬ 
day Night Live imperson¬ 
ation. 

It’s a truly exceptional 
piece of acting that solidi¬ 
fies Brolin’s sudden rise to 
prominence in Hollywood. 

Similar glowing com¬ 
ments can be made about 
the entire cast including 
Richard Dreyfus’ subtly 
malicious Dick Cheney and 
Thandie Newton’s 


chameleon-like transfor¬ 
mation into Condoleezza 
Rice. 

As well crafted and en¬ 
tertaining as the film is, it 
does suffer from being a 
little slight. Because of 
Stone’s passionate desire 
to remain as objective and 
truthful as possible, there’s 
nothing particularly new 
or challenging suggested 
by the film. 

We already know what 
happened, but it is nice to 
see it depicted so honestly 
and effectively. W. is the 
best thing that Oliver 
Stone has attached his 
name to in years and the 
movie will hopefully be a 
step towards rebuilding his 
career. 

It’s hard to believe that a 
film this openly critical 
about a sitting president 
could ever be released, but 
if anyone deserved it, it’s 
the eternally misunderesti- 
mated George Dub-ya.

These are just a 
few of the filmic exam¬ 
ples of why producers are 
taking a fairly big chance 
with Max Payne, the lat¬ 
est hit video game- 
turned-Hollywood block¬ 
buster. 

Computer games have 
indeed had a tough time 
making the cinematic 
jump so will Payne finally 
redeem a genre of unful¬ 
filling dreclc? 

As the title character, 
Mark Wahlberg is an an¬ 
gry, maverick cop who is 
determined to find the 
savages who killed his 
wife and child. 

Shirking his civic duty, 
Payne conspires with a 
sexy assassin — Mila Ku¬ 
nis of That ’70s Show — 
and discovers a dark un¬ 
derworld that may be 
connected to otherworld¬ 
ly demons. 

Got that? Good, be¬ 
cause if I told you any¬ 
more, I’d be spoiling the 
plot, which is perhaps 


this movie’s main weak¬ 
ness. 

First, let’s be honest — 
this is no BloodRayne. 
But, like many of these 
adaptations, videogames 
generally don’t make 
great narratives because 
they’re simply not struc¬ 
tured stories. 


Sure, they can have 
depth, character and 
background but as Paul 
Arendt of Britain’s The 
Guardian once wrote, 
they’re “engines designed 
for the pleasure of prob¬ 
lem solving.” 

This thriller follows 
suit in the respect that it 


certainly seems overly fo¬ 
cused on Payne and his 
quest. By doing so, other 
aspects (the central plot 
twist for instance) are too 
obvious and unembell¬ 
ished. 

That said, Payne knows 
its limitations and makes 
no apologies; it has ab¬ 


solutely stunning chore¬ 
ography and brooding 
Wahlberg was made for 
this kind of role. Further, 
and maybe most impor¬ 
tantly, this movie is big, 
brash and perhaps better 
than any other video- 
game adaptation out 
there.

review It’s worth noting 
that it’s been exactly 25 
years since the last time 
Canada attempted to 
make a movie set in the 
mud and trenches of the 
First World War. 

That film — Robin 
Phillips’ The Wars, with a 
screenplay by Timothy 
Findley based on his own 
novel — was ponderously 
bad, and a generation had 
to pass before we attempt¬ 
ed the experiment again. 

Paul Gross’ Passchen¬ 
daele puts the putative 
setting and subject of his 
film in the title, but 
halfway through the film, 
you have to wonder why 
truth in advertising didn’t 
compel him to call it Cal¬ 
gary. 

While the film’s climax 
is indeed set during the fu¬ 
rious 1917 battle where 
Canadian troops repeated 
the onerous task set to 
them months earlier at 
Vimy Ridge — both battles 
serve as bookends for the 
film — the bulk of the sto¬ 
ry takes place in a Calgary 
fhll of wooden sidewalks, 
where war fever has given 
way to desperate recruit¬ 
ment drives. 

Gross plays Michael 
Dunne, whose wounds ex¬ 
tend to shell shock, and 
Caroline Dhavernas plays 
the pretty nurse he’s fall¬ 
en in love with. She also 
has an asthmatic younger 
brother (Joe Dinicol) bent 
on proving himself to his 
fiancee and her doctor fa¬ 
ther by enlisting. 

Gross spent more than a 
decade writing the film, 
which wasn’t long enough 
to digest the chunky stew 
of facts and fictional 
precedents embedded in 
its storyline. 

Unfortunately, the titu¬ 
lar battles is reduced to an 
afterthought to the dreary 
prairie drama that takes 
up most of the film. 

The small tragedy is 
that, while the funding 
labyrinth responsible for 
making Passchendaele is 
vast, there was obviously 
no one at any point with 
the simple task of asking 
for a rewrite that could be 
plausibly put in front of 
the cameras — a tragedy 
unique to Canadian cine¬ 
ma.

An almost unrecogniz¬ 
able Paul Bettany gives a

She is growing 
into quite a good little ac¬ 
tress as she leaves her 


childhood cuteness be¬ 
hind. 

Jennifer Hudson (an Os- 
car-winner for Dreamgirls) 
provides solid support as 
Rosaleen, while Sophie 
Olconedo will honestly 
break your heart as her 
damaged sister. Alicia 
Keys proves that as an ac¬ 
tress she is a great singer.

Coppola has overseen the 
digital restoration of his 
landmark films The God¬ 
father and The Godfather, 
Part II. 

We’re talking (actually, 
the press release is) “ex¬ 
tensive frame-by-frame 
examination and restora¬ 
tion utilizing state-of-the- 
art digital technology.” 

That sounds serious. 
That’s why it took more 
than a year. It’s not some¬ 
thing you’d do for every 
flick. Who wants to go 
frame by frame through 
Tango and Cash for 365 
days? 

But The Godfather saga? 
Both films won Academy 
Awards for best picture. 
The Godfather won in 
1972; the sequel two years 
later. 

Filmmaker Stanley 
Kubrick went so far as to 
say The Godfather is “pos¬ 
sibly the greatest movie 
ever made.” 

Maybe more important¬

ly than any accolades, 
Coppola’s interpretation 
of novelist Mario Puzo’s 
tale of the Corleone fami¬ 
ly created the blueprint 
for the many organized- 
crime movies that have 
followed. Or at least it 
should be the blueprint. 

“It’s a gangster movie, 
but it’s doing a number of 
things that most gangster 
movies don’t,” said Jerry 
White, director of film 
studies at the University 
of Alberta. “It’s a lot more 
ambitious and sophisticat¬ 
ed.” 

Loyalty, family and inte¬ 
gration are among the 
themes explored by The 
Godfather, but those soft 
words seem out of place 


in this story. Like a horse 
head between the sheets. 

“It does all the stuff that 
gangster films are sup¬ 
posed to do,” said White. 
“It has the kind of vio¬ 
lence — exciting violence 
and vividly realized vio¬ 
lence — all that kind of 
good, pulpy genre stuff is 
in The Godfather, for sure. 

“But it’s a lot more so¬ 
phisticated about the ethi¬ 
cal quandaries inherent in 
that kind of violence. It’s 
a lot more sophisticated 
about the political and the 
social meaning of that 
kind of violence.” 

As for the restoration, 
White says it will revital¬ 
ize one of the things that 
make The Godfather a 
masterpiece. 

“The movie really is one 
of the great works of 
American cinema, and a 
lot of it has to do with the 
colour,” he said. “It is this 
incredibly rich, vibrant, 
very visually lush piece of 
work. Some of that has to 
do with camera move¬ 
ment, but a lot of it has to 
do with colour. 

“It’s a really beautifully 
visualized piece of work.”

It’s interesting enough 
that the new cop drama 
Pride and Glory was 
made by filmmaking- 
brothers, Gavin (director) 
and Gregory (producer) 
O'Connor. Perhaps more 
intriguing however is 
their story about a family 
of corrupt NYPD police 
officers is loosely based 
on their experiences 
growing up the sons of a 
cop. 

“I definitely think that 
Gavin’s family history and 
his intimacy with the po¬ 
lice and the dynamics, 
they were very meaning¬ 
ful to him and his broth¬ 
er,” says star Edward Nor¬ 
ton during a recent inter¬ 
view in Toronto. 

“I think they felt an in¬ 
tensity to create a feeling 
of authenticity and I ad¬ 
mired that.” 

“They really wanted to 
make this a reflection of 
the NYPD,” adds co-star 
Noah Emmerich. “I’m not 
talking about the plot in 
terms of corruption or 


whatnot; I’m talking 
about the characters and 
the ambience.” 

For the sake of the 
NYPD, it’s probably best 
he’s not talking about the 
plot. Pride and Gloiy — in 
theatres next Friday — fea¬ 
tures Norton as Ray Tier¬ 
ney, an investigator who 
learns his brother (Em¬ 
merich) and brother-in- 
law (Colin Farrell) may be 
involved in the cover-up of 
a drug bust-gone-wrong. 

As the evidence mounts, 
Ray must eventually de¬ 
cide who he’s more loyal 
to — his family or the 
NYPD. 

“I think brotherhood is 
such a central theme to 
the film — how you nego¬ 
tiate your allegiances to 
yourself and to those 
around you,” says Em¬ 
merich.

A drama that relies on 
some intense character 
work, it’s a movie that al¬ 
so fits actors like Norton 
and Farrell like a glove.

Like Ken Burns documen¬ 
taries, sports movies have 
become a place where 
Americans try to talk 
about race with a regretful 
glance backwards and an 
optimistic one forward — 
if only we could say the 
same thing about election 
campaigns.

Barber takes chance 

Female vocalists of the 1950s inspire singer's new album

It’s a starry night and 
you’re walking down Main 
Street with your best gal. 
She’s just said she’ll go 
steady with you and you 
think that’s pretty neat-o. 
You swing over to the din¬ 
er to grab a pair of malts 
and a sweet voice 
serenades you from the 
jukebox within. 

It’s not Doris, Patti or 
Patsy. It’s Canada’s own 
Jill Barber. 

The vocal trills and full 
orchestration contained 
on her new album, 
Chances, recalls romantic 
themes and sounds typical 
of 1950s female vocalists. 
While the release is an ob¬ 
vious diversion from her 
typically folksy sound, Bar¬ 
ber contends she’s taken 
her own chance in hopes 


of reviving history. 

“It’s not going to be up 
everybody’s alley and 
that’s OK,” she says. 
“Everywhere I look, I hear 
old music being played. 
Rather than playing the 
same old records all the 
time, I’m trying to write 
some new music that cap¬ 
tures the quality of that 
old music.” 

Barber doesn’t only 
make her attempt through 
song writing and vocal em¬ 
ulation of her own idols 
like Patsy Cline and Etta 
James. She says the “vin¬ 
tage quality” attributed to 
the songs on Chances also 
lies in the way the record 
was made. 

“We were very deliber¬ 
ate in deciding that we 
wanted to just go the 
whole way and produce it 
the way they used to make 
albums with real, full 
string sections, horns and

full orchestration,” she 
says. 

It’s important to Barber 
to hold on to the strings of 
what used to be. “I would 
hate to see it fall to the 
wayside,” she says. Al¬ 
though she admires mod¬ 
ern, electronic music be¬ 
ing made, she says she’s 
never quite felt capable of 
making it. Instead, she 
sticks to what she knows 
will work. 

“I always really admire 


artists that work on the 
cutting edge,” says Barber. 
“As opposed to trying to do 
something that’s very cur¬ 
rent and very hip and 
modern, I look back to the 
classics to what has stood 
the test of time.” 

And while one must 
question the loyalty of an 
artist’s fans when she so 
evidently changes direc¬ 
tion, Barber says the only 
audience she’s ever had in 
mind is anybody who is in¬ 
terested. 

She’s more concerned 
with how her albums will 
stack up over time. “As 
long as the art of the al¬ 
bum exists, then I would 
like each one to stand on 
its own.”

Equity Firm pays $1 for Guide 


I'D BUY THAT FOR A DOL¬ 
LAR And somebody did — a 
Beverly Hills-based private 
equity firm called Open- 
Gate Capital, which paid 
copy protection giant 
Macrovision precisely one 
U.S. dollar for TV Guide 
magazine, less than a year 
after Macrovision bought 
TV Guide, apparently just 
for its digital assets. 

According to a story in 
Advertising Age magazine, 
Macrovision has also given 
OpenGate a $9.5 million 
loan at a mere 3 per cent in¬ 
terest to get the magazine 
back in the black, a deal 
that would be sweet even if 
financial markets weren’t 
so unstable. Gemstar, TV 
Guide’s last owner, admit¬ 
ted that the magazine lost 
$20.3 million in 2007, and 
yes, I’m as confused about 
the math here as you are. 

What the deal actually ac¬ 
complishes for Macrovision 
is the simple but fiscally 
beneficial task of wiping 
the magazine’s losses and 
debts from its books, as well 
as its responsibilities to TV 
Guide’s 3 million U.S. sub¬ 
scribers. TV Guide’s digital 
assets — its interactive pro-

gram guide and relation¬ 
ship with cable providers — 
were all Macrovision really 
wanted, and the Ad Age sto¬ 
ry reported they’ll be selling 
off the TV Guide Channel 
separately. 

The Canadian edition of 
TV Guide is owned by Mon¬ 
treal’s Transcontinental Me¬ 
dia (a partner with Metro in 
some Canadian markets, in 
the interest of full disclo¬ 
sure) which ceased publish¬ 
ing its print edition nearly 
two years ago, after the 
magazine had changed size, 
and reduced its six editions 
to just two. It became an on¬ 
line magazine, its articles 
and scheduling grid hosted 
by the Sympatico Network, 
a rare case of a Canadian 
business seeing the future 
more clearly than their U.S. 
counterpart. 

OpenGate managing part¬ 
ner Andrew Nikou told Ad 


Age they’re “investing in 
this company to take it to 
the next stage,” though 
what that would be remains 
anyone’s guess, since it 
would seem that they’re go¬ 
ing to bum through Macro¬ 
vision’s loan in less than six 
months if Gemstar’s dismal 
numbers still hold tme. As 
for Macrovision, the long¬ 
term value of TV onscreen 
program guide is debatable 
as TV programming moves 
away from a calendar to a 
marketplace menu, so it’s 
anyone’s guess who’s got 
the worst end of this deal.

Linguine with crab 

INGREDIENTS: 

250 g cherry tomatoes, halved 
1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
12 1/3 oz (350 g) linguine (flat 
ribbon noodles)
